“At the very first conference, at Charlottetown in 1864, 
a banquet was on the program. It is on record that no 
expense or trouble was spared to make that event worthy 
of the occasion, so that it might save tiie double purpose 
of pleasing the guests and doing credit to the Island. To 
this day travellers to and through Prince Edward Island 
tell of the oyster stews, and baked potatoes, and lamb 
chops for which the “Garden of the Gulf” is famous and 
of which they themselves have had memorable experience; 
it may be that the feasters of 1864 had similar experience 
of native oysters and native c hopsra nd likewise It may 
be that the good and kindly feelings thus engendered had 
something to do with paving the way for /confederation. 

“Charlottetown set a precedent. The Confederation p-’i - 
ty went next to Halifax, where another banquet, described 
as ‘sumptuous,’ was held. One of the delegates declared 
that ‘in the city of Halifax hospitality has taken her seat.' 
Then to Fredericton and a third feast, which journalists 
of the time reported as very suiwrior and highly credit¬ 
able affair.

Although this area was not jeharted as amongst those 
likely to be infested with the pale Western cutworm, yet 
information sent out by Agricultural departments is worth 
regarding. 

The predictions in regard "to infested areas made in 
1930, have been justified and it is anticipated that though 
the outbreaks in 1932 will follow the areas of other years, 
yet tnere may be an increase of infestation. If the 1932 
precipitation is abot^ normal this will act as a check. 

As has been formerly pointed out, any field left alone 
in August and the first half of September, will be less 
suitable for egg laying than worked up fields. ‘Any culti- 
\ation during August or early September, or any action 
which tends to leave a dusty surface invites infestation. 
The crusty Untouched surface discourages egg-laying. 

If summerfallowing is done in late June and July, the 
field may be left alone till alter September-15, when the 
ground may again be worked without fear o’f cutworm in¬ 
festation. 

It has been found that in some fields where wild oats 
and thistle are very bad, these patches may be cultivated 
in August. 

This will induce the moths to lay eggs in these patches 
and next spring it,will be found that the cutworm has 
been a great, help in weed control. A furrow ploughed 
round the patches will prevent the cutworm from injuring 
the rest of the field. 

Farm operations planned now, can do much in safe¬ 
guarding against any plague next year, 
was a grand trip.

The Montreal Gazette compares li¬ 
quor consumption in Canada in 1914 
and in 1930. The per capita consump¬ 
tion of spirits in 1914 was 1.103 and 
in 1930 it was .306; malt liquors, re¬ 
spectively, 7.5f>8 and 6.27; and wines 
.138 and .741. Thus Canadians are 
drinking only about one-third as 
much spirits, slightly less beer and 
five times as much wine. But the to¬ 
tal consumption of all alcoholic, bevr 
erages is a half-gallon less per indi¬ 
vidual than it yas sixteen years ago. 

There would thus appear to be a 
slight reduction in per capita liquor 
consumption in the last sixteen years. 
On the other hand, eight provinces 
and the federal government are part¬ 
ners in the liquor business, deriving 
therefrom a large profit and learning 
to depend upon this profit as a rev¬ 
enue,, essential to the state. The re¬ 
turns show that in ten years eight 
provinces took $146,000,000 in pro¬ 
fits from liquor dealing.

- Statements from Premier Brownlee and Premier Brack¬ 
en regarding pool mattes have indicated that these two 
provinces will continue to operate the elevator systems 
which have been built up under Pool administration. 

The Manitoba Pool’s decision to free its members from 
obligation to pool their grain may have some bearing on 
the actions of the other two provinces. 

Next Monday Alberta Pool delegates meet in Calgary 
to discuss the policy of co-operative marketing of their 
grain, and this is regarded as one of the most important 
gatherings in Pool history. 

The Alberta Pool is in the strongest position of the 
provinces. It is evident from statements of the govern¬ 
ment that it is desirous that the Pool should continue 
functioning and also that the Pool itself can best man¬ 
age its own, elevator chain. The elevators should be op¬ 
erated as a unit for the benefit of Pool members. 

There is the possibility' that the Central Pool agencj 
will have much less to do this year than in in previous 
years because of Saskatchewan crop failure, and Manito¬ 
ba’s concession that members may market where they 
choose. Whether Alberta will also grant this right of 
open market and whether the Alberta Pool will decide to 
act henceforth independently, are o.uestions that will be 
followed with interest.
